A national committee of edu­ 
cators under the leadership of 
Dr. Ralph W Tyler. Director of 
the Center of Advanced Study 
in the Behavioral Sciences, re­ 
viewed the 4-H program.

Lacy doilies and other fragile 
accessories are elegant accents 
for holiday tables and Christ­ 
mas decorations. 
But once the holidays are 
over, they are probably as "ex­ 
hausted” as you are! Besides 
normal soil, they are vulnera­ 
ble to holiday spots such as can­ 
dle drips, cranberry or gravy 
stains, and wine and soft drink 
spills. 
Fortunately, fine laces and lin­ 
ens respond well to the revital­ 
izing effects of a good sudsy 
“ bath”. 
To avoid snags and pulls, 
small, fragile pieces can be 
washed by sudsing and rinsing 
them in a container which elim­ 
inates handling 
and 
nibbing. 
Any plastic shaker or w i d e 
mouth glass jar will do. Fill it 
half to three - fourths full of hot 
soap or 
detergent 
suds, 
im 
merse the doilies, cap the con 
tainer, and shake this miniature 
“ washing 
machine.” 
T h e n , 
rinse the same way with clear 
water until all the soiled suds 
are flushed away. 
Cigarette ashes w ash right out 
in hot suds, but other spots may 
require special treatm ent Wine 
or 
other 
alcoholic 
beverage 
stains s h o u l d be soaked or 
sponged promptly with cool wa 
ter before washing in warm 
suds. For old stains that have 
turned brown on white cotton 
or linen, use bleach according 
to container directions; then re- 
launder. 
Softdnnk stains are often col­ 
orless at first but may turn 
brown if 
allowed to stand, so 
sponge them at once with cool 
water or with equal parts of al­ 
cohol and water. Then rub gly­ 
cerine into the stain, let It stand 
half an hour, rinse with clear 
water, and finally launder in hot 
suds. Treat coffee or tea stains 
by pouring boiling water from 
a h e i g h t of two to four f e e t 
through 
the 
stained 
fabric 
stretched taut over a bowl. Then 
wash in hot suds, using bleach 
to remove any remaining stain. 
Milk, cream, gravy and white 
sauce stains need soaking in 
cool water, then washing in hot 
suds. Generally, any chocolate 
stain can be removed in hot 
suds. If any stain remains, soak 
the fabric in a weak solution of 
bleach and then relaunder in hot 
suds. 
Cranberry stains should be 
sponged with cool water — or 


even use an ice cube from a w a­ 
ter glass for instant "first aid”. 
Then 
launder 
in 
w a r m 
suds. If any stain remains, apply 
bleach and re-launder. To re­ 
move candle wax, 
scrape off 
excess wax with a silver knife, 
place the stained spot between 
white blotters, and press with 
hot iron. Sponge with carbon te­ 
trachloride and wash in w trm 
suds — using diluted bleach to 
remove any trace of color. 
When your dollies and other 
fragile fabrics are dean again, 
smooth

band. Then dry them flat on 
turkish towel or “ paste” them 
over the side of the bathtub.

lighting demands consideration 
of a few basic rules for safety 
Here are several: 
1. Check old strings of lights 
carefully for chipped sockets 
cracked connections and frayed 
wires. If any are badly dam 
aged, throw them out. 
2. If you must keep a string of 
lights with frayed cord, tape the 
frayed wires carefully —• anc 
separately. 
3. Mount sockets so bulbs will 
not touch foliage, paper or cot­ 
ton. 
4. Use only fireproof decor­ 
ations. 
5. From time t 0 time inspect 
the tree to see if the needles 
near the lights have started to 
turn brown. If so, change the 
position of the lights. 
6. Warn children to keep hands 
off lights, indoor or out. Small 
children have been injured by 
extension cord connections, so 
put them out of r e a c h and 
wrap them with electrical tape 
to keep them from disconnect­ 
ing 
7. Do not leave any sockets 
empty. Little fingers as well as 
decorations 
may 
get 
into 
them. 
8. Place cords out of traffic ar­ 
eas and do not run cords under 
the rugs. 
9. Disconnect lights at out­ 
let when not in use, or w h e n 
family is asleep or away. 
10. Be certain that tree has 
plenty of water. Dry evergreen 


can cause sparks which could 
ignite the tree. 
12. Use flood or spot lighting 
for a metallic tree. It is safer 
and more beautiful than strings 
of lights on these trees. While 
they are non • flammable, m it­ 
alic trees will conduct electri­ 
city. 
13 Some of the plastic 
and 
metalized trees sold will burn 
as readily as a natural tree. Do 
not be over - confident with 
them. Trees that have built - in

Lice on dairy animals may be 
controlled by using 1 per cent 
coumapbos (Co-ral) In the back 
rubber. Backrubbers should be 
placed in protected places to 
avoid freezing 
Rotenone may 
be used according to label rec­ 
ommendations. A 1 per cent Ci- 
odrin water dilution of emulsion 
concentrate may be used ac­ 
cording to label recommenda­ 
tions 
Do not apply Ciodrin more of­ 
ten than once e v e r y seven 
days. Never contaminate food, 
feed or drinking water. 
Lice on beef animals may be 
reduced by using X per cent 
Ciodrin or coumapboe (Co-ral) 
in the backrubber The backrub 
ber can be placed near water 
or salt in the foedlot, but should 
not be located is the shade. 
Sprays give the best control 
Spray in late fall with 0.01 per 
cent Undane (one pound lindane

Lacy doilies and other fragile 
accessories are elegant accents 
fur holiday tables and Christ­ 
mas decorations. 
But once the holidays are 
over, they are probably as “ex­ 
hausted” as you are! Besides 
normal soil, they are vulnera­ 
ble to holiday spots such as can­ 
dle drips, cranberry or gravy 
stains, and wine and soft drink 
spills. 
Fortunately, fine laces and lin­ 
ens respond well to the revital­ 
izing effect* of a good sudsy 
“bath**. 
To avoid snags and pulls, 
small, fragile pieces can be 
washed by sudsing and rinsing 
them in a container which elim­ 
inates handling 
and 
rubbing. 
Any plastic shaker or w i d e 
FiU it 
half to three • fourths full of bot 
soap or detergent suds 
im­ 
merse the doilies, cap the con­ 
tainer, and shake this miniature 
“washing machine.’* 
T h e n , 
rinse the same way with clear 
water until all the soiled suds 
are flushed away. 
Cigarette ashes wash right out 
in bot suds, but other spots may 
require special treatment Wine

Hog and cattle lice each year 
constitute a heavy loss to effi­ 
ciency of both cattle and hogs. 
It is highly important that con­ 
trol measures be used to con­ 
trol these “critters” 
Hog lice can be controlled by 
cleaning pens thoroughly, add­ 
ing fresh straw or litter, and 
then treating the bedding with 
5 per cent ronnel (Korlan) gran­ 
ules at the rate of a half - pound 
per IOO square feet. Be sure to 
remove

treated bedding or remove the 
treated 
litter 
at

two 
weeks before slaughter. 
Other controls involve using 
I per cent Lindan dust applied 
directly to hogs 30 days before

Farmers will lose any federal 
g - and lubricating oil tax cred­ 
it they have coming lf their in­ 
come tax returns are not filed 
on time, District Director Paul

Schuster said farmers who 
use gas in their farming opera­ 
tions and lubricating oil other 
than to a highway motor vehicle 
are entitled to the credit It 
amounts to 4 cents for every gal­ 
lon of gas and 6 cents for ev­ 
ery gallon of lubricating oil 
so used. 
Power boat owners and other 
uses of gas and oil for non-high­ 
way purposes are also entitled 
to a credit. Their credit is 2 
cents s gallon on gas and 6 
cents on lubricating oil.
